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Paving the Way 



K-State 
honors 
first black 
graduates

The pavers, made possi- 
ble through the work of many 
multi-cultural organizations, 
were highlighted with a paver 
celebration Monday afternoon 
at the Alumni Center. 

The celebration included the 
life history of the graduates, 
several musical selections and 
donor acknowledgments. 

Tony Crawford and Pat Pat- 
ton, both university archivists 
who have studied the lives of 
George Washington Owens 
and Minnie Howell Champe 
for many years, gave the history 
of the graduates. 

Owens was the first black 
student to ever enroll at the 
university, then known as Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College. 
He was born near Alma, Kan., 
and, according to archives, en- 
rolled at KSAC in 1896. During 
his speech, Crawford read sev- 
eral selections from Owens' au- 
tobiography that demonstrated 
his determination and drive to 
be successful in life. "I resolved 
to be the first," Owens wrote 
about graduating. 

Owens graduated in 1899 
with a bachelor's degree in gen- 
eral science and went on to be 
very successful. Among his ac- 
complishments were being Di- 
rector of Agriculture at Tuskeg- 
ee Institute in Alabama, where 
he worked with Booker T. 
Washington and George Wash- 
ington Carver, and his estab- 
lishment of the agriculture de- 
partment at what is now Vir- 
ginia State College. 

Howell Champe, born in 
Strawberry Plains, Tenn., was 
one of nine children. Her fami- 
ly moved to Manhattan in 1886 
and she enrolled at KSAC in 
1896. When Patton began re- 
searching Howell Champe 15 
years ago, there was almost 
no record of her, but through 
much investigation Patton has 
slowly been able to piece to- 
gether her life. 

Howell Champe was a mem- 
ber of the Ionian Literary Soci- 
ety, established to help develop 
skills in forensic art, literature 
and music. She was also editor 
of The Ionian Oracle. She grad- 
uated from KSAC in 1901 with 




a bachelor's degree in domes- 
tic science. She went on to be 
a teacher at many schools, in- 
cluding being the head of the 
home economics department at 
Southern University and A&M 
College in Baton Rouge, La. 

The university now has a 
scholarship in memory of How- 
ell Champe, the Minnie M. 
Howell Champe Scholarship, 
which was created by Patton. 

Don Slater, who lived across 
the street from Howell Champe 
when he was a child, said he re- 
membered her being very kind, 
and knew her as "the cookie 
lady." 

"She was very motivated in 
education," he said. "She loved 
teaching." 

Rosa Hicks, who also lived

City to 
approve 
Sunday 
liquor

The Manhattan City 
Commission will meet at 
7 p.m. in City Hall to dis- 
cuss and approve items for 
this week's agenda. 

The commissioners are 
expected to approve an 
amendment to a 2009 or- 
dinance that allows li- 
quor stores to sell alcohol 
on Sundays and summer 
holidays. The proposed 
amendment will ban the 
sale of alcohol for certain 
holidays, like Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas. 

The change was pro- 
posed in order to ensure 
conformity with a state 
law that prohibits alcohol 
sales on these holidays. 

The Commission will 
also make a decision on 
the recommendation of 
the City's selection com- 
mittee in regard to the 
CiCo Park and Northview 
Park pool renovations. 

The selection commit- 
tee has asked the commis- 
sioners to allow the city 
administrators to negoti- 
ate a contract with Wa- 
ters Edge Aquatic De- 
sign of Lenexa. Waters 
Edge would design and 
execute the renovation of 
both CiCo and Northview 
swimming pools. 

The general agenda will 
also feature a discussion 
about the proposed design 
and budget of the City's 
Third Street project. The 
project includes the build- 
ing of a conference cen- 
ter and parking garage on 
Third Street as part of the 
City's ongoing downtown 
redevelopment. 

Commissioners will dis- 
cuss whether or not to 
authorize HCW Inc. of 
Springfield, Mo., to bid 
these projects on behalf 
of the City. If approved, 
HCW would be allowed 
to start accepting bids 
from suppliers and con- 
tractors in order to con- 
struct the conference cen- 
ter and parking garage. 

Commissioners will also 
be asked to approve ap- 
pointments made by May- 
or Bob Strawn to various 
boards and committees. 

Citizens are encour- 
aged to attend the meet- 
ing, which will be tele- 
vised on local cable chan- 
nel 3. A live feed of the 
meeting will also be avail- 
able on the City of Man- 
hattan's Web site at 
Ci.manhattan.ks.us. 



K-State alum gives a taste of the past with cuisine advice

Since graduating from K-State 
in 1959, Jane Butel has found- 
ed an award-winning culinary 
school, written 20 cookbooks 
and conducted a plethora of cu- 
linary tours throughout Mexico 
and Spain. 

Now, she's returning to her 
Wildcat roots to share her com- 
mand of cuisine with students 
and faculty. 

"This is a treat for students," 
said Missy Schrader, assistant 
director and instructor of hos- 
pitality, management and dietet- 
ics. "It gives them the opportu- 
nity to learn about a part of his- 
tory they may not know about, 
a culture they may not be famil- 
iar with." 

Butel is not only passionate 
about the subject, but knowl- 



edgeable about the roots and 
stories behind each dish, Schrad- 
er said. 

"We are really lucky to have 
her," she said. 

Butel, who is internationally 
known as the "Chili Queen," has 
been credited with starting the 
Tex-Mex cooking craze, and said 
her favorite style to cook is re- 
gional Southwestern. 

Growing up in northeastern 
Kansas, Butel's homestead was 
far from the roots of Southwest- 
ern cuisine, but she had connec- 
tions to Mexico because of her 
uncle's job. 

"It was always an exciting 
taste when I was a child," she 
said. "I grew up eating a lot of 
Mexican food and visiting with 
Mexicans. I grew to like them a 
lot when I was quite young." 

Butel's experience was a fun 



and happy one, which is why 
she decided to keep it going, she 
said. 

Though she has attained her 
goal of making Southwestern 
food for a living, she took some 
major detours along the way. 

One of her majors at K-State 
was journalism. Then, she took 
charge of the consumer mar- 
keting department at a utilities 
business. Butel hit her peak in 
the business world when she be- 
came the first woman corporate 
vice president of American Ex- 
press in New York City. 

Despite the disparities be- 
tween standing in a kitchen and 
sitting in a skyscraper, Butel said 
it was not a drastic switch for her 
to return to the culinary arts. 

"It sounds like a huge change, 
but I went back to doing what 
I had formerly done," she said. 



"My grandmother was a home 
economist. My mother was a 
home economist. I've gone back 
to doing what I know." 

Butel plans 
to host a work- 
shop, "Flavors 
of the Sizzlin' 
Southwest," on 
Feb. 25 for pro- 
fessionals and 
alumni, and on 
Feb. 26 for stu- 
dents.

When an action film uses a fa- 
miliar story, the makers have two 
options to make their film great. 
First, they can make sure their 
characters are so well-developed 
and compelling that it makes the 
story feel fresh and new. And 
if that isn't an option, the mak- 
ers better be sure their movie has 
some amazing, over-the-top ac- 
tion sequences that get the blood 
pumping. 

The story in "From Paris With 
Love" has been done before. But 
sadly, the makers do nothing to 
make it exciting. The action is 
poorly developed and the charac- 
ters never become more than en- 
tertaining caricatures. 

Jonathan Rhys Meyers plays 
James Reece, a by-the-book field 
agent who is in over his head, 
while John Travolta plays Char- 
lie Wax, an off-the-wall assas- 
sin who sports a bald head and a 



jive vocabulary. Together, the two 
men work to take out a Pakistani 
terrorist organization. 

So, with a plot that's pretty 
much taken from "Lethal Weap- 
on" and every other buddy cop 
movie, you'd think the makers 
would focus on making the ac- 
tion as cool as possible. They 
don't. Instead, most of the ac- 
tion is comprised of John Travol- 
ta shooting bad guys and running 
behind walls to dodge enemy 
fire. Meanwhile, the camera guy 
shakes the camera back and forth 
to make it seem more intense. I 
wouldn't be surprised if the cam- 
era guy got more of a workout 
than Travolta. 

People who like their action 
movies grounded in a more re- 
alistic setting might prefer this 
style of action, but for me, I 
would have much rather seen a 
steady camera capture some in- 
sane gun battles. Here we have 
John Travolta sporting a goa- 
tee and a bald head. His name 
is Charlie Wax and the phrase 
he uses against his enemies is 
"Wax on, wax off." His charac- 
ter is completely over-the-top. So 



why can't the action be over-the- 
top as well? It would have been 
awesome if we saw John Travol- 
ta dive over tables, shoot enemies 
with unlimited rounds and leap 
out of a few exploding buildings. 
The story is boring, so why not 
spice up the action to make it a 
more exciting movie? The action 
just never grabs your attention. 

Speaking of Travolta, the guy 
is easily the best part of the mov- 
ie. You can tell by looking at 
him that he had a blast playing 
this character. For the first hour, 
about every line out of his mouth 
had me cracking up. I was bored 
with the action and unimpressed 
with Meyers' performance, but 
I still found myself enjoying the 
movie, thanks to Travolta. Then 
in the last 30 minutes, the film 
takes a more serious note, and 
not even Travolta could save this 
film from sinking. 

In a popcorn movie such as 
this, well-developed characters 
and an enthralling plot aren't re- 
ally necessary. The focus should 
be on the action and the over- 
all fun-factor. The fun-factor was 
there, and one man, the legend- 



ary John Travolta, delivered it. 
The action, on the other hand, 
was unimaginative and poor- 
ly shot. So, overall, "From Par- 
is With Love" was an OK film. It 
was just disappointing because it 
really was capable of being some- 



thing great. If you were interested 
in checking this out, wait until it 
comes out on DVD.

Use logic to go outside box, examine prejudices 




A few years ago, I read about a little-known 
tribe living in North America known as 
Nacirema. This group of people have a high- 
ly developed market economy, but dedicate 
an important part of the day and most of the 
fruits of their labor in ritual activities, some of 
which can be seen as masochistic. 

The rituals are focused on improving the 
appearance and health of the body, concerns 
deeply embedded in their society since they 
consider themselves to be extremely ugly and 
weak. 

The only way out of this ugly body is 
through a complex set of ceremonies. Each 
household dedicates shrines for ceremonial 
purposes, where the rituals are done in private 
and are kept secret. 

Horace Miner, anthropologist, wrote about 



the Nacirema in 1956 satirizing anthropologi- 
cal discourse on other cultures. He is referring 
to the American culture, pretending to criti- 
cize it as an outsider in a clever use of word 
play. 

This is an example of how thinking out- 
side the box helps us examine our own atti- 
tudes and beliefs that are so rooted in the sys- 
tem that we never dare to think about or ques- 
tion them. Prejudices and stereotypes are of- 
ten those attitudes that need to be reexamined 
in every one of us. 

An example of this is gender inequality. 
Women in the U.S. earn about 25 percent less 
then their male counterparts, though they con- 
tinue to outperform men in college enrollment 
and grade averages. Women enrollment rates 
in college are also soaring around the coun- 
try. If women have the same (or more) drive 
to succeed than men, why are they still mak- 
ing less money? 

This is not common sense. But we still find 
rationalizations to make sense of the statistics. 
Employers give preference to men because 
women can get pregnant. 

Although it is a fact that women are biolog- 
ically prepared to have babies, it is assumed 
they will want to have a baby, an assumption 
that is many times false. 

Another example of this is how we view 
race. In the 1850s, the Irish were not consid- 



ered to be white, according to the U.S. Consti- 
tution. 

Later on, Mexicans were declared to be 
white by the Supreme Court in California, 
while Asians were not. Again, this is not logi- 
cal. White is white, pink is pink, and black is 
black. So what is the real determinant of skin 
color? 

I encourage readers to begin viewing them- 
selves through the eyes of Miner, as the people 
of Nacirema. 

Is it common sense that we all need to have 
flawless skin and the perfect bodies, like peo- 
ple on magazine covers? Is it logical to treat 
women, blacks, Hispanics or Asians differently 
and to expect a certain behavior from them? 

The Nacirema have an important lesson to 
teach. We need to step outside the box, out- 
side the system that we all grew up with, in or- 
der to truly examine and question our beliefs, 
prejudices and stereotypes. 

I know it's hard to change a mindset you 
have had all your life, but that change is nec- 
essary to better ourselves as human beings. 

As long as we mindlessly follow the steps 
of everyone else, we will never overcome the 
walls of ridiculous social constraints that we 
have built around ourselves.

The Royal Purple Yearbook and DVD has 
opened voting for the Royal Purple King and 
Queen contest.

Poised 

Baseball program ready to build on milestone season

After 109 years of existence, members 
of the K-State baseball program, both 
current and former, have been through 
quite a bit. But in 2009, the Wildcats 
ventured into unfamiliar territory, reach- 
ing plateaus never even skimmed by the 
teams of old. 

A Big 12 Pitcher of the Year and con- 
sensus All-American. A pair of freshman 
All-Americans. Forty-three wins, includ- 
ing 14 in league play. An appearance in 
the national top 10. A dozen victories 
against ranked teams. An NCAA regional 
tournament bid. These are just a few of 
the record-breaking accomplishments en- 
joyed during K-State's historic campaign. 

Solid offensive and pitching depth could 
lead to even better things in 2010, despite 
several key losses, said head coach Brad 
Hill, 2009 Big 12 Coach of the Year. 

"Consistency and guys that can give us 
a chance to win and go out there and give 
us five, six, seven innings, and compete 
for us and keep us in ball games and give 
us a chance," Hill said. "Again, we're go- 
ing to be deep pitching-wise, because we 
still have familiar faces at the back end 
of games. 

"These are some strong kids. In just 
pure strength, this is our strongest ball 
club if you look at the numbers in the 
weight room, this is the strongest ball club 
we've had. There's some power potential 
type of guys there." 

Depth and power aside, K-State will 
have several holes to fill on the mound 
and field, starting with last year's pitching 
phenom, A.J. Morris. 

ROTATION 

Morris, now in the Washington Nation- 
als' organization, took the nation by storm 
a year ago, posting a 14-1 record and 2.09 
earned run average while striking out 100 
batters. But prior to last season, the na- 
tive of Humble, Texas, went just 4-4 with 
a 6.02 ERA, which 



makes Hill believe that anyone could enjoy 
a breakout year at any time. 

"It was all new last year really, because 
A.J. had never started," Hill said. "He had 
one Big 12 start, maybe two, in his three 
years with us. So we're hoping guys are 
ready to step up. It's their time to assume 
those new roles. I don't think anyone is ex- 
pecting another A.J. Morris again, but con- 
sistency." 

The Wildcats will also have to replace 
former seniors Lance Hoge and Todd Vogel 
in the pitching rotation. That solution will 
start with senior Ryan Daniel, who went 4-1 
with a 4.44 ERA in 17 appearances a year 
ago. Others who will contend for starting 
spots include sophomores Evan Marshall, 
Kyle Hunter and Matt Applegate. 

BULLPEN 

The bullpen will once again be anchored 
by junior Thomas Rooke and sophomore 
James Allen. Rooke posted a 4.33 ERA and 
struck out 58 batters in 54 innings last sea- 
son while Allen, a Freshman All-American, 
earned five saves and struck out 41 in 36 
innings. 

CATCHER 

While K-State has a number of options 
on the mound, who the pitching staff will 
be throwing to isn't quite as set in stone 
after the loss of backstop Rob Vaughn, a 
former senior who joined Morris in the Na- 
tionals' system. Hill said senior Daniel Del- 
lasega has learned so much from Vaughn 
and will see the majority of the time behind 
the plate, but he expects others, like true 
freshmen Blair DeBord and Chase Graske- 
wicz, to contribute as well. 

"We have a lot of confidence in Daniel," 
Hill said. "He's been in our program for 
five years now and has seen Robbie down 
on the plate for three years. But he won't 
be able to catch 56, so one of those fresh- 
men is going to have to jump in there." 



INFIELD/OUTFIELD 

Offensively, the Wildcats will be 
without the bats of Justin Bloxom 
and Jordan Cruz, who led the team in 
home runs last year. K-State also took a 
hit when junior Jason King went down 
with an injury in the offseason. He is 
expected to redshirt. 

Despite the losses and injury, Hill 
said he has his eye on some players who 
could help to replicate last season's 
power numbers. 

"Carter [Jurica] has matured a little bit 
and Nick Martini, I think you could see 
his numbers go up a little bit," Hill said. 
"I like the way Mike Kindel is really 
swinging a strong bat right now. I 
think there are three or four guys 
in the lineup that are going to have 
some power potential." 

Jurica, a junior, earned All-Big 12 
second team honors after hitting .353 
with four home runs, while Martini was 
named a Freshman All-American after hit- 
ting .336 with four homers. Kindel, a soph- 
omore, only saw action in 21 games but 
posted a .321 slugging percentage. 

Hill added that Jurica and Martini 
will both undergo position changes and 
are expected to take on larger leadership 
roles in 2010. 

"We need them to be much more than 
statistical guys, they're going to have to 
provide leadership for us," he said. "The 
catcher, the shortstop and the center 
fielder are your guys in leadership, so 
those two guys now move. Nick moves 
from left to center and Carter moves from 
second to short." 

K-State will open its season on Friday 
with a game against Delaware in The 
Citadel Shootout. First pitch is set for 11 
a.m. The Wildcats' first home action is 
March 12 against Kent State. 




Big year should bring big crowds 




Last year's baseball team broke a 
number of records. 

They had arguably the best sea- 
son in school history, garnering 
a school-record 43 wins and ad- 
vancing to the program's first-ev- 
er NCAA Regional. They picked up 
a school record 14 conference wins 
that placed them fourth in the final 
Big 12 Conference standings, their 
highest finish since 1990 in the old 
Big Eight Conference. 

Ace pitcher A.J. Morris set the 
school record for wins in a sea- 
son and strikeouts in a season at 14 
and 100, respectively. He was also 
the first Wildcat to be named Big 
12 Conference Pitcher of the Year. 
Head coach Brad Hill was named 
Big 12 Coach of the Year. The 
team led the league in batting aver- 
age, finishing at .317. The list goes 
on and on. 

The team also set a school re- 
cord for attendance at games, with 
an average attendance mark of 
1,391 fans. The official capacity is 
listed at 2,331. 

You don't have to be Rain Man 
to realize the large difference be- 
tween those two numbers. It's ap- 
proaching 1,000 empty seats, 940 to 
be exact. However, these statistics 
are misleading. In the final home 



game against Kansas, K-State fans 
poured into Tointon Family Stadi- 
um, setting a school record crowd 
for K-State baseball at 4,280 fans. 

I'm sure it was packed that day, 
perhaps even uncomfortably so. 
So including the grass areas and 
alternative seating, we'll call the 
unofficial "capacity" of K-State 
baseball games around 3,000. That 
means on a given day at the ball 
park, the stadium is half emp- 
ty. This is unacceptable for a pro- 
gram that found so much success 
last season and continues to build 
high expectations. 

Just down the road in Wichi- 
ta, the Shockers of Wichita State 
boast an average attendance figure 
of more than 4,000. However, they 
also have a storied history of suc- 
cess, one of the game's top coach- 
es and a stadium that rivals those 
of professional minor league teams 
(and no football team to cheer for). 
In Lawrence, the Kansas Jayhawks 
have an attendance figure similar 
to K-State's. They don't have a long 
history of success or national rele- 
vance and they were eliminated in 
two games in their NCAA Region- 
al last season. So, the real question 
is, do we want to be more like KU, 
orWSU? 

For a school that takes athlet- 
ics so seriously, as evidenced by the 
football and men's basketball pro- 
grams, ignoring baseball doesn't 
make sense. This is a program that 
has gotten better each year under 
the direction of coach Hill. Base- 
ball, like volleyball in the fall, puts 
together a rewards program for stu- 
dents who attend multiple home 



games. Also, admittance to the 
games is free. So, why are students 
choosing not to support baseball? 

One possibility is many students 
aren't interested in baseball. Some- 
times the game moves too slow 
for fans who aren't avid baseball 
watchers. Another reason for low 
attendance could be the weather. 
The season starts in February and 
some of the early home games can 
feature weather that is less than de- 
sirable. Whatever the reason, peo- 
ple don't seem to commit them- 
selves to being fans of baseball like 
they would football. 

Let's be honest, football draws 
much of its crowd from alumni and 
gets people excited based on na- 
tional success. Baseball now has na- 
tional success. Football also brings 
droves of students who make a day 
out of the event, eating and drink- 
ing in the parking lot before going 
into the game. Baseball has that op- 
tion also. You can tailgate (for free) 
in the parking lot just to the North 
of Tointon Family Stadium. 

I'm not saying baseball will re- 
ceive the fan support that football 
and men's basketball enjoy, but if 
the team continues to get better and 
continues to seek more fan interac- 
tion, it would be nice to see fans get 
behind coach Hill and the team. 

So, if you're not busy on March 
12 and the weather is nice, come 
check out the Wildcats as they play 
their home opener against Kent 
State. Heck, you might even catch a 
free T-shirt.
